Golden Opportunity Is Open to 


Some Georgia Woman---De- 
tails of Offer Made by 
the Federation. 


By authority of the board of direc- 
tors, the education committee of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
makes the following announcement: 
1. A scholarship of $1,500, to be held at 
either at Oxford, Cambridge or London 
university, for the year beginning Oc- 
tober, 1910, will be awarded to an 
American woman by the General Fed- 
eration. : 

2. The scholar shall be selected from 
among the graduates of American col- 
leges of good standing. The age of 
the successful candidate, when she en- 
ters upon her scholarship, shall not 
exceed twenty-seven years and 
shall be unmarried. She igs expected 
to enter either upon undergraduate 
work for honors, or research work in 
whichever of the above named univer- 
sities she may arrange with the com- 
nrittee of selection to register. 

3. Each candidate competing for the 
scholarship shall take in October, 1909, 
the same qualifying examinations as 
are provided by the Rhodes trust for 
the college men who are competing for 
the Cecil Rhodes’ scholarships. She 
must also file with the undersigned 
secretary of the committee of selec- 
tion, and with her State Federation 
officer with whom she has her initial 
correspondence, duplicate copies of cre-

WIRELESS TO LOWER 
INSURANCE RATES 
Marine Underwriters Both Here and 
Abroad Are Favoring This Policy, 
and Its Adoption Means Great- 


er Prosperity for United 
Wireless Company. 


Within the past week the question of 
granting lower insurance rates for ves- 
_ sels equipped with the wireless tele- 
graph was considered by several large 
insurance corporations in this country. 
The consideration of this very import- 
ant matter was coincidental with 
discussion of the same topic 
held in Berlin, September 
heads of severa] of the 
insurance companies. Following the 
lead of America in promoting the use 
of wireless telegraphy on pessenger 
ships, the men at the head of the Ger- 
man Marine Insurance Companies have 
begun an agitation for a special re- 
duction of insurance rates on vessels 
thus equipped: A proposition to this 
effect will also be presented to the In- 
ternational Marine [@gsurance Congress 
at Baden-Baden. It is believed that the 
proposition will be supported by Mr. 
Arthur Dunker, president of the North 
German Marine Insurance Society, and 
by representatives of various other 
foreign insurance organizations. The 
adoption of this plan, it is urged, will 
result in the use of the wireless sys- 
tem aboard ships throughout the world, 
and in a consequent reduction of the 
number of accidents at sea. 

During the last year wireless has 
demonstrated its vaiue in this direction 
many times. It has been admitted by 
insurance officials that wireless has 
saved their companies more than $500,- 
000 during that period. In view of 
this fact steamship companies believe 
that a lower rate of insurance should 
be accorded them where their vessels 
are equipped with this wonderful 
means of communicating with the land 
or with other vessels at sea. In at 
least three cases during the last six 
months steamships have lost propellers 
while out of sight of land, and with 
the wind blowing them on a lee 
shore. Calls for help through the me- 
dium of the wireless brought aid in 
each instance, and the loss of these 
vessels prevented. With these _ in- 
stances at hand there is little doubt 
that the American insurance companies 
will accede to the wishes of the steam- 
ship people. This, of course, will 
eventually work to the advantage of 
both the American and European wire- 
less telegraph companies. A practical 
monopoly of the wireless business in 
this country being held by the United 
Wireless Company it is not difficult to 
calculate the benefits which will ac- 
crue to that company. It is under- 
stood that the United Wireless is in- 
creasing its factory facilities in order 
to meet the demand for additional 
ocean steamship equipment which will 
follow the adoption of the 
by the insurance companies. 
Speaking of the commercial develop- 
ment of wireless, an official of the 
United Company said recently: 

“The extension of this company’s sys- 
tem on both sea and land during the 
last six months has been so rapid that 
the utmost efforts of our factory man- 
agers in Jersey City and Seattle, Wash- 
ington, have not been equal to the 
task of keeping up with our orders 
for installation. The equipment of the 
Great Lakes fleet of passenger and 
freight steamers has drawn upon our 
factory facilities practically to the 
limit and we find it will be necessary 
to enlarge all three of our factories 
to mneet the demand.”’ 

The income derived by the United 
Company from its commercial business 
is increasing very rapidly and in direct 
ratio with the increase in the com- 
pany’s facilities for handling commer- 
cial business. Practically all the sta- 
tions on both land and water are work- 
ing up to capacity. 

It is said that recent inventions of 
wireless apparatus have increased the 
efficiency of the system fully one hun- 
dred per cent, and further progress in 
this direction is expected very soon. 
When the highest point of efficiency 
is reached with the system as already 
applied, it is believed that the income 
from commercial business will be sur- 
prisfngly large and that the value of 
the company’s securities will rise ac- 
cordingly.

State officials at the capitol 
have looked into this law, declare there , 
is nothing in it to interfere in any 
way with the rights of negroes or of 
anybody else to form all the secret 
societies and fraternal organizations 
they want, to meet whenever they wish 
so long as they are peaceable and or- 
derly, and to exercise all the usual 
privileges of such organizations. 

All the law says or megns, they state, 
is that one organization shall not have 
the right to adopt and use the same 


organizations in -the right to the om | 


who United States, 


i state to the prior and exclusive use of 


name, emblems and badges used by 
other societies previously organized, 
and in which the latter have an evident 
proprietary right. ° 

“It is difficult for me to see,” said 
a well known. state official, “how any- 
one can take exception to this. A fra- 
ternal or secret organization, it seems 
to me, has the same right to its name 


that a business firm or corporation has } 


to the name under which it operates, 
or that a railroad company has to the 
name conferred ,on it by charter. And 
it is well known that state laws pro- 
tect such corporations in the right to 
the exclusive use of their names. 

“For that matter, the law is a pro- 
tection to the negroes or anyone else 
who may desire to organize societies, 
against anvone who might be inclined 
to infringe upon the names or emblems 
which they wight adopt. 

“If those interested will read the law 
and get a clear conception of Its mean- 
ing, they will see that it affects them 
in no respect to gp far as organization, 
meeting and other privileges and rights 
are concerned. It is a question simply 
of the protection of names and badges, 
a protection to which it would appear 
all such organizations, by whomsgever 
formed, have a miqral and a legal 
right.” 

What the Law Says. 

In order that there may be no mis- 
understanding as to the terms of this 
law, The Constitution has secured a 
verbatim copy of it, and presents it 
herewith, as follows: 

An Act, To preserve to benevolent, 
fraternal, social. humane or charitable 
organizations, which are not organized 
tor individual pecuniary gain, the right 
to the exclusive use of the names 
adopted and used by them. whether 
incorporated or not; to protect such 
organizations in the use of their names 
ind emblems and prevent the infringé- 
ment and unauthorized use thereof and 
for cther purposes, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen-

guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished 
as prescribed in Section 1039 in the 
penal code of Georgia. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, 
That all laws and parts of laws in 
conflict with this art be, and the same 
are hereby repealed. 

Collector Rucker’s Card. 

Henry A. Rucker, of Atlanta, col- 
lector of internal revenue, and qa rep- 
resentative member of the negro race, 
has written The Constitution a card 
in which he takes exceptions to the 
foregoing law, and, among other things, 
states that “they (the negroes) have 
had taken from them the privilege of 
uniting and assembling in secret.”

The crimes of these have 
been unduly magnified and unjustly 
racialized and made to count against 
an entire people instead of against the 
sole criminal individual. 

Among the whites they have some 
friends, fair, honest and true. These 
stand out in bold relief and form a 
splendid phalanx for the fatherhood 
of God and the brotherhood of man. 
But, unfortunately, these are too few, 
and their strength is too weak, to suc- 
cessfuly oppose the Heroditic and Pha- 
raohic spirit in those who would pre- 
vent a race of another color attaining 
full moral, spiritual, intellectual and 
material growth. 

Those imbued with this sentiment 
seem to find no virtue back of dark 
skins. Their spirit is to make the con- 
dition of colored people unendurable, 
more so than human slavery was to 
their unlettered and unthinking 
fathers and mothers. The significance 
of this appears to be that the race 
is an undesirable factor or unit of pop- 
ulation and that its departure would 
not only be agreeable, but is really 
desired. 

Race agitation now paramounts ev- 
ery other subject; thought seems dor- 
mant and dwarfed, and is only aroused 
when negro is the _ topic. While 
the negro race is the immediate suf; 
ferer from the direction this thought 
takes, and the enforcement of proscrip- 
tive laws and cruel sentiment, design- 
ed only to affect it, these must in time 
show their baneful effect in those who, 
in disregard of the sacred injunction 
to do unto others, etc., and of every 
humane principle, employ them to a 
people’s injury.

There were soldiers to guard 
the procession, and men with whips 
went in advance to drive the common 
people out of the way.

The 
baby emperor is thus really the nephew 
of the last emperor, but he is his son 
by adoption. 

Pu Yi is the great grandson of the 
Emperor Tao Kwang. who ruled China 
from 1821 to 1850. His grandfather by 
adoption was Emperor Hsien Fehg. 
who married the great empress dow- 
ager. of whom Pu Yi in his edicts now 
speaks of as his “holy grandmother.” 

How Pu Yi Was Crowned. 
in Pekin when Pu Yi 
crowned. The ceremonies took place 
inside the Pink Forbidden City, and 
onlv the highest officials of China were 
present. The baby was brought forth 
and made to go through the rites fixed 
for the occasion.

according to the publications he acted 
as a young man rather than a baby.

I understand that 
they were written by the great states- 
man and scholar, Chang Chi Tung, but 
that the people suppose that they come 
from the mouth of the emperor. Here 
is the way in which Pu Yi describes 
his feelings as to the deaths of the 
empéror and the old empress dowager. 

“All who have blood and breath 
cannot but mourn. We weep tears of 
biood “and beat upon our hearts. How 
can we. bear to express our feelings?

The New Empress Dowager. 

But before I zo further let me tell 
you something about the new empress 
dowager. the woman whom Pu Yi fron 
now on must fegard’“as his mother, and 
to whom. during his childhood, he must 
be subservient. She is the late Empress 
of China. the wife of Kwang Su, who 
died last November. She is the niece 


‘of the old empress dowager, and was 


first cousin of the late emperor, whom 
she married little more than twenty 
vears ago. Hér father was Duke Chow. 
a noble Manchu. and her mother a Man- 
chu lady. I was in Pekin at the time 
of her marriage, and saw the carts 
containing the eirls from whom she 
was chosen on their way to the palace. 
According to law. the Emperor of Chi- 
na can marry none but a full-blooded 
Manchu. It is also vrovided ‘that when 
he reaches marriageable age all the 
daughters of the Manchu nobility be- 
tween twelve and eighteen are to go 
to the palace in order that they may be 
looked over by the emoress dowager and 
the best one selected for the imperial 
consorts. This is what will occur four- 
teen vears from now. when 
Yi is sixteen. and it is just what took 
place in 1888. when the empress dowa- 
ger was vicked out as the wife. of 
Kwane Su. Of the crowd which then 
came there were only three who were 
kevt. and the chief of these was Ye- 
ho-no-lah. who now rules the palace. 
The other two were his majesty’s sec- 
ondary wives. and were respectively 
thirteen and fifteen vears of age.

Atlanta’s First and Only City Hall Was Built in 1854, at a 


Cost of $80,000—It Was Torn Down in 1883 to 
»Give Place to the Present State Capitol. 


In 1854, Atlanta had her first city 
hall and courthouse. It was known as 
the city hall, and was also used by 
the county for courthouse purposes. It 
was a two-story frame building, 70 
feet wide and 100 feet long, and was 
located on the block where the state 
capitol now stands. The block was 
then known asthe city park. The city 
hall was erected at a cost of about 
$30,000. It was used unti] the city 
donated the lot to the state for a cap- 
ito] building, and it was torn down in 
that time the county 
pbullt at the corner of 
Hunter and Pryor streets. The city has 


1883. Before 


since 
building. 

The year 1854, which witnessed the 
building of the city hall, was a very 
memorable‘ one in the history. of At- 
lanta. In that vear the population of 
the city was 6.025. Within one year 
thereafter the population increased to 
11,500. The assessed value of real 
estate was $1,760,000, and the sale of 
goods in the city was about $1,500,000. 
These figures may seem smal] to the 
people of Atlanta now, but they looked 
big fifty-five years ago. '

Building Saved from Fire. 

When Sherman’s army entered At- 
lanta in 1864 and nearly all the im- 
portant buildings were destroyed by 
fire, the old city hall wags. saved 
through the work of Rev. Father 
O'Reilly, who also helped. to save the 
Catholic and Protestant churches. The 
medical college was saved through the 
efforts of Dr. N. D’Alvigny. 

The city hall was a great building 
in its time. In it much of the work 
was done that laid the foundations 
for the city of today. In this bulld- 
ing the present city charter - Was 
drafted by a committee of forty-inne 
eitizens, among whom were: L. P, 
Grant, George W. Adair, N. L. Angier, 
J. P. Logan, L. P. Gartrell, John H, 
Fiynn, John lL. Hopkins, N. J. Ham- 
mond, John H. James, Anthony Mur- 
phy, W. G. Gramling, L. UL. Bleekley, 
J. A. Richardson, W. B. Cox and John 
T. Grant. The charter was approved 
by the governor on February, 28, 1874. 

At the time tle city hail was bulit 


the mayor and council were as fv!l- 


lows: 

Mayor, William M.. Butt; counceil- 
men, J. I. Whitaker, L. C. Simpson, 
Paschal] House, John Glen, J. R. Swift, 
J. S. Oliver, Eli J. Hulsey, W. B. Rug- 
gles, W. W. Baldwin, John Farrar, 
J. B. Peck, J. F. Alexander, John W. 
Thompson. There was no board vf 
aldermen as at present. 

The old city hall serveg its pur- 
pose, and did it well: but in the march 
of progress it had to go. So it was 
torn down to give way to the present 
stately capitol building. Atlanta may 
soon have another more imposing 
building for a city hall, but it ts 
doubtful if even a new $1,000,000 
structure will be looked upon with 
more pride by the people of this day 
than was the old city hall more than + 
half a century ago.

Miss Jessie M. Good was an assistant 
in the Springfield library, and had been 
for sixteen years. One day, in an in- 
terval of her work, she happened to 
pick up a magazine and read therein 
of how the village of Stockbridge, 
Mass., in order to attract summer tour- 
ists, ha dformed a local improvement 
society to clean the town. That Was 
her inspiration, as narrated with a4 
wealth of interesting detail in Hamp- 
ton’s. Clean the town! Why should not 
all towns be clean? Why were dusty 
streets, littered sidewalks, disfiguring 
vacant lots, treeless highways and un. 
sightly back yards necessary? Why 
should not every town have parks and 
public gardens? 

Miss Good told her plan to the editor 
of a floriculture magazine published in 
Springfield, and wrote an article about 
it for him. The idea spread, letters 
came in shoals, and Miss Good and 
D. J. Thomas, te editor, calling a 
convention of those interested, formed 
the American League of Civic Im- 
provement. That was in July, i901. A 
year later, at a meeting in Buffalo, N.

Setting Minimum. 

The manner in which a Farmers’ 
Union goes about making a minimum is 
a striking exemplification of the as- 
sertion that this great class of Ameri- 
can producers are learning to apply 
business methods. 

Primarily, the Union and the respon- 
sible officials charged with this phase 
its work, are accurately informed 
regarding the cotton yield in the vari- 
ous states. 

It'is a safe assertion that they can 
estimate the output. of cotton with a

When the committee

into executive session, it is supplied 
with detailed statistics regarding the 
probable yield for the cotton belt. 
Tt is also well versed in the prob- 
able limits of consumption for the 
approaching season.

Cemmon Sense Price Fixing. 

While secrecy surrounds all the ses- 
sions of the convention, those relating 
to the minimum are guarded with 
double care.

“Distress cotton,” speaking broadly, 


(is that raised through indebtedness to 


merchant or banker, and therefore 
difficult to hold for

To overcome this phase, the union 
is everywhere adopting the policy of 
erecting warehouses .in which cotton 
can be stored, properiy bonded, and 
certificates representing a certain per- 
centage of face value used as collat- 
eral for loans. 

The plan has worked well in sev- 
eral states. ‘In Georgia, it is better 
advanced than any of the southern 
states. Lately the union warehouses 
in this state were amalgamated under 
a common board of control, and the 
probabilities are that the members 
here will be enabled to-hold for a 
fair price without visiting hardship 
on their creditors or themselves, 

Warehouses Through Cotton Belt. 

The wgrehouse plan is yet in its 
infancy. Eventually, it is to span 
the entire cotton belt. controlling 
enough of the cotton to balance the 
market. 

When that dav arrives—and prudent 
prophets see it in the not distant 
future—the element of chance in the 
marketing of southern cotton will 
have been obliterated, and the south 
can address itself to business un- 
fretted by inarket manipulations 
and the constant specter of starvation 
prices. 

Thoroughly Logical Plan. 

The thorough logic of this plan 
is another clinching tribute to the in- 
creasing, business sense of the south- 
ern farmer. 

For years past. financiers and econ- 
omists of note have agreed that the 
bonded warehouse plan was the anly 
feasible method of controlling the pro- 
duction of this world-embracing staple. 

An adaptation co the method has 
been used out west in the market- 
ing of wheat and corn with the hap- 
piest effects, and there is every reason 
to believe that success will soon crown 
its transplanting to the south. 

“Hot Air” No Longer a Factor. 

These are the practical, commercia] 
aspects of a movement that the world 
of finance and commerce in the United 
States must be forced henceforth to 
reckon with. 

Farmers’ Union does not claim 
that it is impregnable, nor that it has 
solved, or is on the verge of solving, 
all the problems of the producer. But 
it does claim, and visitorg to the Bir- 
mingham and other conventions know 
the claim is well based, that it {ts 
making great strides in that direction. 

It has succeeded in getting rid of the 
“dead wood,” the flotsam and jetsam, 
the worthless and floating elements 
that clutter every great movement in 
its inception. 

It is stripped for buginess, in neat, 
naked, fighting trim, ready for the 
fray, full of courage and supplied with 
keen brains and men of unswerving 
conscience. 

“Hot air’ no longer appeals to the 
farmer. That also was proven in the 
recent convention. As President Bar- 
rett also declared, “we are always 
from Missouri, now, when it comes to 
politicians and business men who want 
our support or coop@ration. "We no 
longer take things for granted, We 
think. We in- We go slow.”

Means Much for South. 

The Farmers’ Union means as much 
for the south-at-large as for its mem- 
bers. With a tendency to reduce 
farming to a scientific and business 
basis, to weed out the oppressive mort- 
gage and credit systems, and to ad- 
vance development and education with 
speed and persistence, it supplies a 
substantial support and impetus for 
southern industry. 

And this is speaking in the terms 
of today, and only after six years of 
national existence. 

What comes tomorrow, not the most 
intuitive of its prophets can estimate. 

If- the organization languished next 
week or next year, the creed would be 
secure, for it is founded on sound, 
economic principles.

AGAIN THE CAUSE OF WAR 
AMONG PRIMITIVE BAPTISTS

Columbus, Ga., Sept. 11.—(Special.)— ‘ 
Standing firm in its position as express- 
ed by its pastor, Elder H. Bussey, “We 
believe in the salvation by grace and in 
the power of God and the salvation of 
the believer, regardless of the fact 


Whetfhier they have organs in their 
churches. or not,” the Columbus church 
of the Primitive Baptists insists on 
not recognizing the installation or non- 
installation of a church organ “as one 
of the essentials of religion, and the 
breach among the churches of that 
faith in this section is perhaps wider 
than it was before the recent Baptist 
meeting in Phoenix City, Ala., in which 
a number of the churches did not par- 
ticipate. 

The meeting that styled itself the 
73d annual session of the Upatoie Prim- 
itive Baptist Association, held at EI- 
der Bullard’s church in Phoenix City, 
Was well attended, and when the con- 
troversy regarding the legality of the 
fathering assumed such proportions 
that both sides gave statements to 
the loca] press, public interest became 
aroused to the extent that fully 1,000 
people attended some of the services. 

Start of the Coatroversy. 

The first the general public knew of 
the differences existing among the 
Primitive Baptists, the result of the 
Columbus church installing an organ, 
was when Elder H. Bussey, of Colum- 
bus, One of the most prominent elders 
in the state, declared that the gather- 
ing that had assembicd was not of the 
“Upatoie Association,’’ as represented, 
but was made up of representatives of | 
“discordant churches.’’ This ver 
promptly drew a reply in Which it was 
statefl that the meeting then in session 
represented 983 per cent of the Primi- 
tive Baptists in this session. 

Colonel Bussey then wrote a card in 
which he set forth the position of him- 
Self and his church quite clearly. He 
said that it.was true, primarily, that 
the use of musica] instruments in 
churches was the cause of the split, and 
declared: ‘I, as an elder in_ that 
church, esteem it a personal liberty to 
have such instruments and that no 
other man nor church has any right and 
certainly no scriptural authority for 
condemning their use for the innocent 
purpose of using them in song service 
to aid in singing. The people with 
whom, it is said, the Upatoie associa- 
tion met, dietated to by their pastor, 
waited on us and requested us to move 
the organ and when we declined to do 
so they further proceeded to declare 
non-fellowship for us and published 
their action in a card, charging us with 
not only this but with other things 
of which we were in nowise guilty.” 

Continuing, Colonel Bussey says: 
“Some of the churches of the Upatoie 
association repudiated the authority of 
this church to demand of other 
churches to follow their example, 
whereupon the division took place and 
confusion followed, not only in these 
churches but elsewhere.” 

'Nebody Elee’s Business. 

“So far as the use of musical instru- 
is concerned.’ Elder Bussey 
“our church stands where they 
have ever stood, that it is a personal 
privilege and that it nobody else’s 
business but the churches using such 
instruments, and such churehes could 
have them or not, saw proper.

TOBACCO FACTORIES 
ON PANAMA ISTHMUS 


Southern Business Men Are 
Backing the New 
Project. 


Washington, September li.—Fac- 
tories fer the. manufacture of plug 
tobacco, whose output probably will 
reach as high as 20,000 pounds a 
month, soon will be in operatio in 
the isthmus of Panama, states fice 
Consul General Claude E. Guyant, of 
Panama City. 

Furthering the project is a company 
composed largely of southern business 
men. The’ company has been incor- 
porated and plans have been formu- 
lated for the manufacture of tobacco 
on a large scale. 

As the business develops, it is the 
intention of the promoters of the en- 
terprise to install machinery for the 
manufacture of cigars, cigarettes and 
smoking tobacco, and add these ar- 
ticles to their output. The leaf tobacco 
is imported dry from southern states, 
and much money is thereby saved in 
freight and duty.

will precede the annual convention of 
that association. 

For the past three or your years 
banking. shipping and commercial in- 
terests of the country have endeavored 
to secure legislation that would safe- 
guard the bill of lading as an instru- 
ment of credit, contending that the 
failure of the carriers to assume re- 
sponsibility for the bills of lading 
that they issue had resultedein exten- 
sive frauds and the loss of .severat 
million dollars annually by the banks 
of the United States. They have con- 
tended further that unless the alleged 
evils were remedied the banks would 
refuse to accept bills of lading as a 
basis of credit. Several banks had al- 
ready taken that stand, and the fear 
that similar drastic measures might be 
adopted by bankers generally, result- 
ed in concerted action being taken to 
secure the adoption of uniform and 
Satisfactory laws that would settle the 
controversy. 

The entire question came up before 
the interstate commerce commission, 
which recommended that the reforms 
proposed by the bankers be adopted, 
but decided that it had no legal power 
to enforce this recommendation against 
the carriers. 

A bill covering bills of lading issued 
on interstate shipments Is now before 
congress and four states have enacted 
into law the measure proposed by the 
American Bankers’ Association. 

The Canadian railroads have adopt- 
ed the recommendations of the Ameri- 
can interstate commerce commission, 
but the American railroads have not’ 
yet done so. However, they have 
made efforts to meet the wishes of 
the shippers and bankers and it is 
hoped that some definite understand- 
ing will be reached at the Chicago 
conference. 

Lewis E. Pierson, vice president and 
chairman of the bill of lading commit- 
tee, will preside at the conference, 
which will be addressed by T. F. 
Paton, general counsel of the associa- 
tion; Professor Samuel Williston, of 
Harvard law school; Francis B. James.

Any 
boy between the ages of One and eight 
years, and any girl between the ages 
of one and ten years, will be received, 
provided he or she is of legitimate 
birth, white and left destitute. The 
children are carefully trained and 
cared for during the impressicnable 
age, and when Cighteen years old are 
free to leave the institution. 

A majority of the children now 
the home are between the ages of 
one and six years, and require the 
the most careful attention. ThoSe over 
six years old have attained to the 
school age and are given the advan- 
tages of a grammar school! education 
iduring the scholastic year of nine 
‘months, regularly qualified teachers 
being retained for this purpose. Re- 
ligious services are conductei in the 
chapel at regular intervals, the prin- 
ciples of Christianity being one of the 
fixed objects of the nome. In addi- 
tion to Sunday school, prayer services 
are conducted, the object being to im- 
press upon the children the penefits 
and efficacy of prayer. Short ser- 
mons are preached from time to time 
by practical ministers who have made 
a careful stuay of the best method te 
reach the child heart. 

Children from any part of Georgia 
are received. They come frequently 
without a change of clothing. They 
must be provided for and also must 
be fed. Illness while nct prevalent, is 
frequent, demanding medical attention 
and the constant presence of one or 
more trained nurses in addition to the 
matrons and teachers. To prevent ili- 
ness scientific, sanitation is essential, 
and with this end in view the execu- 
tive members of the boatd in control 
of the home are now engaged in sink- 
ing an artesian well through selid 
rock to provide 4n ever-ready supply 
of fresh, pure ~water to keep the sani- 
tation up to the present high standard, 

Patient men and women have conse- 
crated themselves to this work. Day 
after day they strive, with forbear- 
ance and tact, to train those deprived 
of a natural home in the way they 
should go. Boys and girls who would 
otherwise be free of all restraint and 
permitted to follow the bent of weak 
and untutored humanity, and might be- 
come vicious and a menace to society, 
are moulded into good men and wom- 
en—character is developed and the re- 
ef iife is impressed. In

the meantime a sharn lookout is kept 
for a permanent heme, frequently those 
in charge securing the adonvtion of a 
boy. or girl into some family worthy 
of the charge. : 

Money is required to carry on this 
great work. Nutritious and properly 
prepared food, ewen though the plainest 
and least expensive, must be provided, 
for a sound body is essential to a good 
disposition. The laws of nature and 
of the land demand suitable clothing: 
likewise proper care when illness over. 
takes the children and they are com- 
pelled to go to the infirmary. Physi- 
cians, trained nurses and medicines must 
be paid for; light, heat, fuel for cook- 
ing, laundry work and a hundred and 
one, other expenses incidental to a 
family of this magnitude must be met. 
Aside from a truck farm conducted by 
the larger boys of the home, under 
the supervision of a practical farmer, 
the only source of pevenue open to 
those in charge is the generosity of 
the humanity loving men and women 
of Georgia. 

Those who have pity in their hearts 
for ehildren innocent of any wrong: 
children overtaken by misfortune 
through no fault*of their own: brought 
into the world without their knowl- 
edge or consent, are appealed to in be- 
halfofthe home. This work provides 
them with the God-given opportunity to 
help many of the least of little ones. 
Fatherless, motherless, friendless ex- 
cept for the great hearts that throb for 
them, these orphans are dependent 
ripon a public. charity which should 
delight in caring for them.

REPAVE MARIETTA STREET. 


As one of Atlanta’s main arteries of traffic, Marietta street is entitled 
to a recognition beyond that which it has received at the hands of council. 
The condition of the present Marietta street paving, with its rough, irreg- 
ular and sunken belgian blocks is too well known to reed comment. 

It needs replacing with some more suitable and satisfactory material. 
The petition of the property owners calls for wood blocks; this should settle 
the material question beyond further cavil. 

The next thing is to get ready to put them down. 

The petition of the Marietta street property owners is before council 
in due and legal form; this, added to the nececsity for improving ore of 
the most-used streets radiating from the city’s center and enabling it to 
handle the traffic falling to it without congestion, should remove every 
question of doubt or hesitation and put the work at once in motion. 

It is not’a question of finding all the money needed to meet the city’s 
portion of thee expense attached to this work—the repaving of Marietta 
street to Foundry street with wood blocks. 

There has already been appropriated to, the improvement $10,000, but 
$4,000 more is :.eeded; the property owners have not only signified a wil- 
lingness to meet their portion of the expense, but are eager to do it. 
Marietta street is what may be called one of Atlanta’s trunk line thor- 
oughfares. It is one of the great traffic highways between the city and 
the country beyond. 

It is the only such highway outlet from Peachtree street running al- 
most due north, clear around to Peters street, whose direction is slightly 
west of south. 

‘All the way around an arc of practically 180 degrees, Marietta street 
furnishes the-only convenient mode of coming and going between the city 
and the important and thickly populated section of country to the west and 


northwest,

If Atlanta is able to ‘‘connect up’’ with the great events of history, 
science and exploration—and, cosmopolitan-like, she usually is—why not 
let the world know it? 

We are of those who believe ‘‘it pays to advertise,’’ whenever you’ve 
got anything to talk about. 

Atlanta always has something to talk about without the necessity of 
calling upon imagination, though she has a good one in store whenever it 
is needed. 

But there isn’t any copyright upon Atlanta’s method. 

Rome or ary other city is free to use it, and we would be glad to see 
them employ it to the same good advantage. 

Atlanta just sets her light on top of the bushel instead of under it. 
That’s all there is to it and, naturally, it casts no shadows.

MORE ABOUT POLAR ETHICS. 


It now seems that Dr. Frederick Cook, who first announced discovery 
of ‘he North Pole, is charged by Commander ‘Peary with a breach of ‘‘polar 
ethics’’ beside which that involved in his use of a part of Peary’s route 
pales inte insignificance. 

Commander Peary has taken the position, according to the dispatches, 
that Dr. Cook, knowing of the former’s prepafations for Arctic exploration, 
with the Pole as his ultimate goal, could not honorably have made any 
attempt at all upon that hitherto elusive, but now doubly discovered, axial 
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point. 
Evidently, Commander Peary disagrees with Dr. Cook in the position 


that ‘‘the Pole is big enough for two.’’ 

In a letter written before he sailed in the Roosevelt, and in which it 
appears he thought he might possibly be forestalled by Dr. Cook, Commander 
Peary is quoted as making this statement: 


In order that there may be no misunderstanding as to my position in the 
matter, I wish to say that I regard Dr. Ceok’s action in going north “sub rosa” 
(while ostensibly engaged in efforts to promote Antarctic work) for the ad- 
mitted purpose of forestalling me, as one of which no man possessing a sense 
of honor would be guilty. 


It will be difficult for the layman to comprehend itis feature of ‘‘polar 
ethicy,’’ except upon the theory that Commander Peary has come to look 
upon the North Pole as his own peculiar property. 

Honor among explorers must be pretty finely drawn to permit of ex- 
clusiveness in undiscovered territory. a 

But the real meat in the cocoanut is, evidently, both fame in history 
and the fabulous bids of eager publishers for polar manuscripts. . 

It will be difficult for the American people, proverbially lovers of tyir 
play, to see anything dishonorable in an expedition of discovery which 


nowise involved interference with the plans or purposes of any other e- 
piorer.

THE HELLO BOX IN THE COUNTRY. 


Commenting upon the marvelous manner in which the telephone is com- 
ing into vogue in the rural districts, and outlining its practical value to the 
farmer and the rural resident generally, The Manufacturers’ Record says: 


F It is not alone that the farmer can, in this way, keep posted as to tle price 
of his products, and many of the farmers of the west depend entirely upon the 
telephone in making sales of grain and other produce—valuable as the tele- 
phone is from this financial point of view, it is even more valuable in bringing 
the family of farmers in touch with their neighbors. The loneliness which 
has made farm life a burden to so many people, especially to the women and 
children; the fear that takes possession of them when the men are away, the 
fear of the inability to reach a doctor in times of sickness, are all banished by 
thd telephone in the home. Among the-great blessings which have come to 
civilization in recent years there is scarcely anything comparable to the value 
of the telephone, and as valuable as it is to the people of the city, it is infinitely 
more valuable to those in the country. 


In the south, and, of latter years, especially in Georgia, the ‘‘voice in 
the box’’ has mage wonderful strides in the country districts. 

The farmer has outgrown the old impression that the telephone was 
a luxury accessible only to the man in the city. 

He has discovered that with the use of the ‘‘party line system” and 
cooperative methods, now so prevalent throughout this section, he can have 
an instrument in his house the year round at a cost vel! within the revenue 
from one bale of cotton. 

The claim of The Record that a telephone is even more essential to 
the country than to the city is entirely logical. . 

In the city there_is none of the isolation that characterizes the rural 
districts, and the means of communication, aside even from the telephone, 
are numerous and rapid. 

In the country there is only the highway connecting farmhouse .to 
farmhouse, a highway often néarly impassable in inclement weather and 
under the best of conditions forcing consideration of the elements of delay 
and outlay. 

Into this difficult situation the rural telephone comes as a great trans- 
former. It mitigates isolation almost to the vanishing point. It puts the 
farthest-removed farm in immediate touch with neighboring farms as well 
as civilization-at-large, It gives the farmer, with a crop ready for sale, 
instant access to market quotations. It provides for the summoning of phy- 
sicians, for aid in fighting fire or for any other one of the dozen emergen- 
cies inseparable from country life. 

It is not strange that, offering these and other revolutionizing advan- 
tages, the telephone should bé rapidly conquering the rural districts. 

So vividly was Mr. Roosevelt’s country life commission impressed with 
the salutary results that had followed the general prevalence of telephones 
in the country that it named their patronage as one of the factors destined 
to solve the rural problem. 

With the south facing unprecedented prosperity, it is likely the coming 


year will witness even greater progress on part of this modern adjunct to 
life and business. : | 
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WAR ON THE RAT. 


The war on the rat is to be to the death. Scientists of the national de- 
partment of agriculture insist that the problem is so widespread and serious 


/}as to make systematic and nation-wide warfare necessary.
